Expected That, if Jury Does

The grand jury, which last week 
incicted 12 primary election judges 
and clerks on charges of making.a 
false count and return at the August 
primary. this afternoon resumed its 
investigation, having before it ballot 
boxes and returns of eight precincts 
of seven different wards, precincts 
into wh'ch it has not previously in- 
quired, 

These are: Second Precinct of the 
First Ward, Fourth Precinct of the 
Fifth Ward, Sixteenth Precinct of

"Yard, Sixteenth Precinct of the

Investigations into these precincts 
were prompted by complaints re- 
ceived at the Circuit Attorney's office 


and individual requests of members 
of the grand jury. 
Complaint by Judge Grimm. 

Three of these precincts are among 
the 28 in which Circuit Judge Hugo 
Grimm, in a complaint last week to 
the Circuit Attorney. stated that he 
believed ballots had been falsified to 
cut down his vote and add to the vote 
of the “courthouse ring” candidates 
They are the Fifth Precinct of the 
Seventeenth Ward, Sixteenth Pre- 
cinct of the Twenty-fifth Ward and 
Twenty-fourth Precinct of the Twen- 
ty-seventh Ward.

PROBLEMS TO BE MET 
WITH OPEN MIND 


United States, While Not 
Being Represented Offi- 
cially, Will Have Observ- 
ers to Report on Activities 
of Meeting.

GENEVA, Nov. 15.—Paul Hymans 
of Belgium was elected president of 
the League of Nations by the Asseme 
bly of the league at its first session 


here .woday. He received 35 out of 
41 votes M. Hymans is a former 
Foreign Minister of Belgium and 


head of the Belgian delegation tn ths 


Assembly of the league. 

Opening of the Assembly was an- 
nounced at 11 o’clock this morning 
by the ringing of all the church 
bells in Geneva. 

Just before that hour a procession 
made up of Swiss officials: marched 
from the city hall to the hall of re- 
formation, where the delegations 
were assembling for the session. The 
paraders marched through streets be- 
decked with the flags of virtually all 
the nations of the world except Ger- 
many, Austria and Turkey. 

y Never before in the history of the 
world, it is believed, had the flags 


|} of so many nations flown together. 


Only a few American flags wére 
noted among the colors displayed. 
The Swiss national and cantonal en- 
signs predominated, ig the decora- 
tions. 

Many Intricate Problems, 

Determination to meet § intricate 
problem: in world affairs and to lays 
fi.mly the found tion stone of the 
League of Nations was evident .n°' 
demeanvur of delegates of 41 coun- 
tries when they convened. 

Although differences of opinion 
have already arisen relative to the 
Danzig question, the makeup of the 
commission on mandates, the pro- 
tection of racial and religious minor- 
ities in Balkan states and the admis- 
sion of Germany to the league with 
some of her former allies, there was 
today an evident disposition on the 
part of all the delegates to meet 
every situation with fairness and 
open mind and to endeavor to reach 
decisions which would be acceptable 

Men who have been tong promi- 
nent in the aren& of world politics 
were present when Paul Hymans, 
temporary president and former Bel- 
gian Foreign Minister, called the 
meeting to order. A. J. Balfour, 
head of the British delegation, was 
not able to be preseiit. 

South Africa was represented by 
Lord Robert Cecil, former British 
Assistant Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs. Lord Robert was one 
of the leading proponents of 
league during the Versailles peace 
conference, but was not selected by 
Premier Lloyd George as one of 
Great Britain's representatives. The 
action of the Union of South Africa 
in naming him to act in behalf of 
that British dominion was one of the 
most interesting developments of the 


work pre!timinary to the meeting of 
the Assembly. , 

Most of the South and Centra 
American republics have full dele- 


gations in the session. 
American Observers. 

The United States was not repre: 
sented officially at today’s meeting 
but throughout the session there will 
be present American “observers,” 
who will keep Washington fully in- 
formed of developments. At a meet- 
ing of the Council of the league yes- 
terday, arrangements were made for 
the United States*to have a repre- 
sentative on he Financial Com- 
mission, as well as the commissions 
on economics and mandates, should 
she so desire. Honduras and Ecuador 
ure the only other American nations 
which did not send delegates to the 


meeting of the Assembly. 


Election of a permanent president 
and several vice presidents and the 
appointment of committees was the 
work to be disposed of by the 
Assembly.

The package or sack, bearing the 
seal, Dr. Legrain said, appears to 
have been sent by the high priest of 
the Temple of Ur, in which Abraham 
iater ‘worshiped, to a banker namea 
Shulpae and probably’ contained 
gold. 

“It is of unusual importance to 
archaeologists,” he added, “because 
it probably gives a clew to the per- 
sonal appearance of the Sumerians, 
who were not a Semitic race. 

“The portrait is on a clay. postage 
stamp and is the result of rolling an 
engraved cylinder over the soft clay. 
It is as clear and distinct and the 
features as well defined as the day 
it was made. The astonishing thing

SHELL CASE REVERSED 


Court Holds Little River Is Not 
Navigable and Fishing Con- 
sent to Be Required. 


On the ground that Little River 
in Pemiscot County, Mo., is not a 
navigable stream and that therefore 
fishing in its waiers cannot legally 
be done without the consent of own- 
ers of the abutting property, the 
United States Circult Court of Ap- 
peals today reversed a former decl- 
sion by the same court and remand- 
ed to the District Court the case in 
which Benjamin Gratz of 5155 Lin- 
dell boulevard sued James 8. Me- 
Kee for the value of mussel shells 
dredged from the river on Gratz’s 
property. 

McKee, who is president of a but- 
ton manufacturing company at Mus- 
catine, Ia., admitted that 307 tons of 
mussels had been dredged from LIt- 
tle River, but he contended that it 
was a navigable stream and __ that 
mussels, having the power of loco- 
motion, were to be classified as fish 
and could be taken from a navigable 
stream subject only to the restric- 
tions of the game laws of Missouri, 
which permit fishing in navigable 
rivers. 

The case originally was tried in the 
United States District Court here 
and decided in favor of McKee on 
the ground that Gratz had not prov- 
en his ownership of the mussels.

The photograph to be sent is 
transferred to the surface of a cop- 
per cylinder, by a process which 
renders that surface minutely un- 
even, a series of microscopic moun- 
tains and valleys. This copper cylin- 
der As placed in revolution upon an 
apparatus like that of the old-fash- 
jcned cylindrical phonograph. A sty- 
lus, in constant contact with the face 
of the cylinder as it revolves and ad- 
snances, transmits to a microphone 
disk the record of unevenness which 
it finds in the bas-relief photograph 
on the cylinder. The wire carries 
this record made by the stylus, in a 
series of electrical impulses of vary- 
ing strength, to the receiving ap- 
puratus at the other end.

WOOLEN MILL REMAINS JUST AS 
IT WAS WHEN CLOSED IN 1880 


Cloth Factory Near Lawson, Mo., 
Stands With Machinery Intact 
and Wool Still in Looms. 


| By the Assoe'cted Press. 

| LAWSON, Mo., Nov. 15.—Desert- 
ed in the moving of the woolen mills 
to the Eastern coast, there stands 
southwest of here what was one of 
the largest woolen cloth factories in 
'the Middle West half a century a 
ago. Jewell Mayes, secretary of the 
Missouri Bord of Agriculture, in 
commenting on the need of the State 
for woolen factories, told the history 
of this old factory. 

The business of the establishment 
was great when it was running at its 
best. The brick in the deserted 
structure were burned in a kiln a 
few hundred yards from where the 
factory now stands, and the buillding 
is in good condition, although it was 
erected in 1861. 

There are three floors, all filled 
with idle machinery, shipped by way 
of the Missour! River to Missouri 
City and hauled in wagons drawn by 
oxen. On the second floor are 23 
machines, which are a curiosity at 
the present time. Everything in the 
factory is-just as it was left 
business was suspended about 1880. 

In this old factory are large and 
small spinning wheels. souvenirs of 
the time when the work was done by 
hand. Jeans, lindseys, blankets, cas- 
simeres and other woolen goods were 
manufactured in large quantities. 

The owner of the factory before 
his death in 1884 shut the factory 
down, without even clearing the 
floors, removing the threads from 
the looms or taking the carded wool 
from the spinnine machines. And 
thus the factory stands.

“It is not beyond belief that fur- 
ther development of this instrument 
might make it possible for persons 
in a theater to watch motion pic- 
tures of events as they transpire or 
shortly thereafter.” 

Praised as Great Advance. 

The Rev. Father Hugo Sloctemey- 
er, head of the department of phivsica 
‘in St. Louis University: “It is a 
/wonderful demonstration of control 
| of nature's forces to send the like- 
i ness of a man or of a scene by a de- 
_vice such as has been invented by 
|Edouard Belin—an achievement in 
| keeping with the modern swift 
/movement of events. It is a great 
advance in the science of communl- 
cation, that one necessity to human 
progress. None can forsee what may 
come of it and none can say how 
human ingenuity will fit it to com- 
mercial life, yet it seems probable 
that the transmission of light waves 
is an invention that may take us 
far.”

Cc. F. Bartlett, chief operating of- 
ficer of the Postal Telegraph Co.: 
“This instrument, I tmagine, would 
be useful for the transmiasion of 
facsimlles of legal documents or bus- 
iness papers where an exact repro- 
duction of an original is desirable. 

“Telegraph companies may use the 
machine, when it is developed more 
highly for the transmission of mes- 
sages more quickly and more cheap- 
ly than they now do and conveying 
to the recetver of the message a 
feeling of authenticity if he sees his 
message in a handwriting he recog- 
nizes."’ 

Dr. Withers’ View. 

Dr. John W. Withers, Superintend- 
ent of Schools: “About 18 years ago 
Alfred R. Wallace, the great EHEin- 
glish scientist, published a book en- 
titled “The Wonderful Century,” in 
which he listed 39 great discoveries 
and inventions which he considered 
as being of the first magnitude tin 
their influence upon the develop- 
ment of civilization.
